Claims 1-15 are allowed. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 (JSC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 1 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed eyesight improving device specifically 
including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations the 
claimed "display control device which changes a size of the figure displayed on the 
target continuously while the target moves in proportion to a distance between the 
target and the eyepiece part, so that a size of an image formed on a retina of a user's 
eye is kept constant while the target moves". 

Regarding claim 9 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed eyesight improving device specifically 
including, as the distinguishing features in combination with other limitations the claimed 
"display control device which changes a size of the figure displayed on the electric 
display continuously while the electric display moves in proportion to the distance from 
the user, so that a size of an image formed on a retina of a user's eye is kept constant 
while the electric display moves".
